hen the word “mission” is mentioned 

most believers still think in terms of a 

white, western missionary leaving the 
comforts of home to evangelize the pagans of the 
third world. Western churches are the home base; 
third world countries are the mission field. This 
understanding of mission is more than a little prob- 
lematic today. There has been a dramatic shift of 
gravity in the world church and this has led to an 
equally dramatic shift in our understanding of mis- 
sion. The church in Africa, Latin America, and parts 
of Asia has grown so dramatically that over half of 
the world’s Christians now live in the third warld. 
The vitality of the church and cross-cultural mis- 
sion interest has increased dramatically and is mov- 
ing well beyond the Western church. At the same 
time Western secularism, relativism, and neo-pa- 
ganism has crippled the church in the West, leaving 
ita shell of whatitis called to be. Mission in, to, and 
from all continents is becoming a powerful reality 
in our day. 

With a changing understanding of mission comes 
the need to train tomorrow's leaders in a new and 
relevant way. The mission program at Redeemer 
College is on the cutting edge of mission studies and 
is designed to meet the need to train leaders for 
mission service both in North America and in other 
countries and continents of the world. 

The mission program at Redeemer is a minor. It 
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is purposely designed to be a minor so that it can be 
grouped with another major. The need today in many 
parts of the world is for teachers, social workers, and 
other professionals who can embody the good news of 
the kingdom and bear witness to Christ where others 
are denied access. A graduate from a liberal arts 
university can often find access to countries where 
putting “missionary” on the visa would lead to closed 
doors. 

Our minor is designed to meet the various interests 
and professional goals of the student. The student 
must take seven courses. An introductory course that 
includes a biblical, theological, and historical founda- 
tions of mission, a survey of the world church, an 
introduction to mission in western culture and se-

tion by our students in short-term mis- 
sion projects. Whether this is done indi- 
vidually or in teams of students, the im- 
pact is mutually enriching; and those 
who bring the assistance often receive 
more of a blessing than do the recipients 
themselves! 

As you read the various accounts of 
where our students have gone and what 
they have done, I trust you will do so 
with a sense of praise and thanksgiving 
to our Lord and King. Praise God for 
young people with sucha vision of God's 
Kingdom. Praise God for those who sup- 
port and equip them in the context of 
mission programs. 

Continue to pray with us that our 
teaching may equip students to be faith- 
ful witnesses for Jesus Christ in this cul- 
ture and beyond. And may each of us be 
challenged to further develop and live a 
global vision of Christ's coming King- 
dom and to devote ourselves and our 
resources to its advancement.

lected current issues in mission studies begins the course of 
studies. (Redeemer students not enrolled as mission minors 
and non-Redeemer visitors from the community regularly take 
this course). Upper level courses in biblical and theological 
foundations for mission, mission history, current issues in 
mission studies, and world religions are offered, of which the 
student is required to take three. The remaining courses may 
be chosen according to the student's needs. They may be 
courses taught at Redeemer College in politics, sociology, 
history, etc. They may be courses taught at other institutions 
and transferred to Redeemer for credit. They may be courses 
taught in other parts of the world. There are other opportuni- 
ties and we are looking for numerous ways to make our 
program as wide and diverse as the various needs. 

The kinds of issues that are addressed in mission classes are 
the relationship between evangelism and social justice, urban 
mission, contextualization, gospel and culture, world reli- 
gions, African, Asian, Latin American theologies, world-wide 
Pentecostalism, missionary encounter with Western culture, 
description of world Christianity, and more. 

Courses are being planned and designed that will let the 
student study mission in other parts of the world. Practica, 
individual studies, and an annual off-campus seminar series on 
world missions taught by the world’s leading missiologists are 
also available to fill out the mission program. 

At Redeemer we are committed to equipping students to 
take their part in the world mission of the church—whether 
that bein the slums of India, the bustling cities of Latin America, 
or the suburbs of Canada.

| MUSSIONS STORIES FROM REDEEMER STUDENTS:

O n May 13, 1995, I signed on as a member of a medical 
relief team working under an organization called Medi-cal 
Group Missions International. My summer project: to help 
establish a medical clinic in the small coastal town of Muisne, in 
Ecuador. 

Lineups of 150 at our clinic were common, and most patients 
would wait two days before seeing a doctor. Every morning we 
would share with these people about our organization, and 
about Jesus. 

All patients had to be treated for parasites and given vita- 
mins for malnutrition. They had to bring their own anaesthetic 
for surgery. Our surgeon would perform five to seven opera- 
tions each day. I was even able to assist in delivering a baby. 

It is a hard life for those we met, but many who arrived sick 
went home relieved, healthier, and with the gospel ringing in 
their ears. God richly blessed our efforts, and we offer all our 
praise to Him for the work which we were able to do.
